When Agricultural Minister 
Gardiner was asked about the 
possibility of reopening the U S. 
market for shipment of Canadian 
stock, he is quoted as saying: 

“As for a suggestion that Can¬ 
ada remove her embargo on the 
export of cattle to the United 
States,, if this was done the Do¬ 
minion would be without meat 
within 24 hours because of the 
higher prices prevailing below 
the border. To keep the cattle 
in Canada to supply the domes¬ 
tic market, Cafiada would have 
to raise her prices, to meet those 
in the U.S. 

Restrictions on the export of 
food to the United States con¬ 
stituted the “greatest” control 
in Canada because they kept 
Canadian food prices from ris¬ 
ing to meet those in the U.S. 

• The truth is, of course, that if 
the American line were opened 
again to shipments of Canadian 
livestock the price of meat and 
meat products would double in 
Canada within a few days. How 
many Canadian workers appre¬ 
ciate that fact, and how many 
of them credit Canadian farmers 
with accepting half the available 
.price for their livestock. And 
what Canadian commodities are 
made cheaper and sold cheaper 
to Canadian farmers as compen¬ 
sation for the cheaper meat and 
bread the farmers in this country

There Is one other phase of 
the livestock problem which Ot¬ 
tawa does not appear to have 
faced in its effort to keep Can¬ 
adian farmers producing cheap 
food Jor the population. That is 
the matter of making it attrac¬ 
tive to Canadian fanners to 
maintain lull output. The truth 
is that Canadian livestock pro¬ 
duction is slipping badly. 

Why have farmers reduced 
their production of livestock to 
this extent? Why are they not 
going all-out in meat production 
ah-a time when the world de¬ 
mand for meat is so great, es¬ 
pecially the demand for hogs to 
meet Britain’s bacon require¬ 
ments? Ottawa ought to ask it¬ 
self that quesion. The answer, 
of course, is simply that the in¬ 
centive is lacking ’to maintain 
even the 1945-46 level of live¬ 
stock production. 

We do not think that Canadian 
livestock producers are anxious 
to get Into the American market 
just to get the fantastic prices 
now being paid there for meat 
animals. But they would like 
to know- that they were being 
protected In their right to the 
American market. They would
